Ralph Smith Fearful of 
New Red Strongman 


by Andy Hathaway 
“T think it is the most frightening development in the last 
twenty years of Russian history.” 
This was the comment of Ralph Smith, MPC political 
science instructor, when asked about the recent elevation of 


Nikita Krushchev to the office 
of Soviet Premier. 

“This man is more to be feared 
than either Hitler or Mussolini,” he 
said. “He now possesses the full 
power, and certainly the weapons, 
to begin the devastation of our 
world.” 

Krushchev’s elevation to pre- 
mier, he explained, makes him the 
most powerful man in Soviet poli- 
tics since Stalin. 

Real Leader 

“He already holds the position 
of secretary-general of the Com- 
munist Party, the real political 
leader of Russia. And now, as pre- 
mier, he is also the head of the 
government. This puts him in the 
position to bargain directly with 
Eisenhower.” 

The removal of Bulganin rules 
out any sort of collective leader- 
ship as it was under Stalin, using 
the same methods. 

“From now on, anything Nikita 
says is law!” 

Perhaps the most frightening 
thing about Krushchev’s new posi- 
tion is that he is an aggressive and 
impulsive man by nature. 

“Remarks he has made while 
over-drinking at official receptions 
lead us to believe,” here Mr. Smith 
flashed a Cheshire Cat smile, “that 
when he’s in the cups his judgment 
is badly impaired. He loses all 
sense of caution.” : 

If Krushchev decided to push the

War while on a binge, nobody 
could challenge him. 

What effects will his new posi- 
tion have on U.S.-Russian rela- 
tions? 

“Well, I don’t see how they 
could get much worse. I suspect 
we will continue much as we have 
during the last two years. Krush- 
chev has been playing the role of 
the coach during the period—the 
only difference now is that he will 
also be carrying the ball.” 

Will we have any more so-called 
“brush fire’ wars? 

“The Communist will do any- 
thing to advance the party to its 
goal of world domination. If it 


MARRIAGE DRAWS ‘EM 


Record Crowd Hears Mead 


Speaking to a record crowd 
of more than 1,000 persons at 
MPC’s April’ 7 lecture, Dr. 
Margaret Mead said, because 
of a new trend, Americans are now 


placing greater importance on mar- 
riage “and the earlier the better!” 


“There is such pressure and be- 
lief in getting married early now 
that the unmarried man has be- 
come suspected of almost any- 
thing,” Dr. Mead said. ‘He is ex- 
pected to either be married or live 
completely alone and not with 
family or friends. “Or live in the 
Army,” she added. 


Early Emphasis 


“This emphasis on marriage 
starts very early,” she said. “Youth 
today places a great emphasis on 
getting a marriage prospect in tow, 
in the form of going steady, and 
then working up enough love to get 
married.” 


Dr. Mead pointed out that many 
older people put pressure on youth 
to be married early in life, as well 
as the emphasis youth puts on it. 


“This emphasis is robbing us of 
our individuality,” she said. “Be- 
fore now, Americans have always 
spent the major part of their young 
years trying to find themselves as 
individuals. Now they try to find 
the same thing through members 
of the opposite sex. This means we 
are marrying now before we know 


what we are or who we are,” she 


added. 

Because youth tries to find its 
“identity” through members of the 
opposite sex, Dr. Mead explained, 
this had led to the present concept 
of the “all-purpose” marriage. 

“Everything is centered around 
the home and subordinated to it,” 
she said. “Job, relatives, and all 
other things outside the home are 
placed second to the ideal home 
of today; completely self-centered 
and closed-in marriages have re- 
sulted.” 

People now expect all things 
from their marriage partners. 

“Take the husband, for instance,” 
she said. “He expects from his wife 
flaming passion, an ideal mother, a 
hunting partner, a sparkling din- 
ner companion and a business help- 
mate.” 


Meaning of Life 

This type of relationship has re- 
sulted in both partners trying to 
glean every meaning of life through 
each other, she said. 

“Thus the home has become an 
end in itself,’ she said, “a self- 
sufficient entity to withstand the 
pressures of the outside world. Of 
course this is the best possible type 
of environment in which to raise 
children,” she added. 

She then explained that in a 
home environment of this type, 
children are raised in the best of 
conditions by parents who love

proves profitable to the Russian 
position in the world, Krushchev 
won’t hesitate to start another 
small war like Korea. Again, the 
thing that frightens me is that he 
might, given the slightest advan- 
tage, plunge us into the most dev- 
astating war the world has seen. 

“More than likely, however, he 
will go all-out to beat us on the 
economic front. If he can show 
that communism can do a better 
job of giving people what they 
want than capitalism can, he may 
well win the world. 


“The undecided nations of the 


world, India, Japan, Indonesia, etc., 
are looking for such proof from 
either international camp.” 

What must we do to combat 
this “peaceful threat?” 

‘Tell Them the Truth’ 

“First, I think, we must prove 
to these people the fallacies of the 
Communist system. Through an 
improved informational service, we 
have to tell them the truth about 
communism. 

“Second, we must show them 
that we can produce more than the 
Reds. We must strengthen our 
economy, by whatever means 
necessary, in order to strengthen 
our position in the world.” 

Mr. Smith paused, musing. 

“Krushchev himself is an ex- 
ample of my first point. His ruth- 
less climb to the top of the Red 
pyramid explodes the myth of col- 
lective leadership in Russia. Under 
such a system, it was inevitable 
that the strongest man assume dic- 
tatorial powers. This happened 
under Stalin. And now it has hap- 
pened again. The play’s the same; 
only the cast has been changed.” 


them and each other. And the 
security of the home protects the 
children from the harsh world out- 
side. 

“But is this going to produce 
for us the rugged individualists 
with the daring and imagination 
that this country needs for survival 
in the world today?” Dr. Mead 
asked the crowd. 


Dr. Mead pointed out that this 
type of home is the “middle class” 
ideal way of life, and that whole 
communities of these “self-cen- 
tered” homes are located in subur- 
ban areas.

Not Producing Writers

Critics and sociologists have 
called the fabulous fifties every- 


thing from the Space Age to the 


Age of Rock and Roll. They have 
said that the 1950-60 decade will 
emerge as the liveliest since the 
twenties. 

But somewhere along the line, 
the bottom has dropped right out 
of American literature. 

Certainly in a period comparable 
to the twenties, America could pro- 
duce at least one great writer. But 
no matter how hard one looks, our 
literary inkpot still seems pretty 
dry. 

Ernest Hemingway, the prodigal 
Daddy Warbucks of American let- 
ters, is, for all practical purposes, 
dead. His unique financial situation 
keeps him inactive to a great ex- 
tent. He has four complete novels 
in a safety deposit box. When he 
needs the dough, we can expect to 
see him publish again. 

William Faulkner, a_ prolific 
writer of sturdy books, is still mov- 
ing along, but the pace has slowed 
with respect to his years. His last

“The Late Matthew Pascal,” the 
MPC Theatre Arts Group film 
which was shown for Rip Matte- 
son’s art appreciation class last Fri- 
day, was almost good. In fact, it 
was darn good—up to when the 
projector rudely stopped smack dab 
in the middle of the 1924 French 
pic. 

Linden Leavitt, TAG head and 
evening division dean, stopped the 
showing when he thought another 
class was going to use the B-3 
room. As it turned out, the other 
class didn’t show up and a lot of 
students were hopping mad. 

Despite the poor planning of this 
venture, the 40 or so minutes of 
“Pascal” that your reviewer did 
manage to see helped salve the 
wound. The death knell sounded 
for the silent flicker just after a 
powerful sequence of tragic scenes 
featuring Ivan Mosjoukine and a 
crew of hard-eyed talents. 

We'll just have to take the word 
of most cinematic historians to say 
“Pascal” was one of the best. 

Written and directed by Marcel 
l’Herbier from the novel by Luigi 
Pirandello, “Pascal” seemed to be 
blossoming into the story of a man 
and his downfall. Thesping for the 
first reel was top flight and surpris- 
ingly restrained in the dramatic 
scenes, although the comic inter- 
ludes got a little out of hand. 

The silent pic had interesting 
sidelighting on facial shots and 
camerawork was generally out- 
standing under the direction of four 
cinematographers. DirectorL’Her- 
bier used a clesed superimposition 
shot in reel one showing a humer- 
our developing shrew-tendency in 
his wife. The final scenes in the 


reel in which Pascal carries the 
dead body of his infant son across 
the countryside to the bed of his 


dead mother were starkly dramatic 


and well-executed. 

The TAG films, sponsored by 
evening division money and group- 
ed by Leavitt and Matteson, are an 
amazing lot. F. W. Murnau’s “The 
Last Laugh” starring Emil Jan- 


nings was a wise slotting for pre- 
miering the series. The pic is 


usually listed among the all-time 
top ten. “Loves of Jeanne Ney” by 
Pabst was also a good selection.
